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ANGRY Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police officials 
have lodged a formal 
complaint with Royal 
Mail after leaflets for 
the right-wing British 
National Party were 
posted to homes 
inside the force's 
newsletter. 

The BNP European elec¬ 
tion leaflets were pushed 
through many doors inside 
the May 2009 edition of 
Home Beat, an eight-page 
tabloid paper with news 
updates about the county 
force. 

A police spokesman said: 


“We are an apolitical organ¬ 
isation and we wouldn’t 
want any political leaflets 
delivered with Home Beat. 

“These leaflets have been 
inserted and distributed by 
Royal Mail without our 
knowledge or consent and 
we are very disappointed. 
We have taken this matter 
up with the Royal Mail.” 

Royal Mail said it had a 
legal obligation to deliver 
election material under the 
Representation of the People 
Act. A spokesman said: “It 
appears that in a small num¬ 
ber of cases some leaflets 
may have been folded 
together with other mail 
simply for ease of posting 


through letterboxes. This 
is not our policy Our guide¬ 
lines make it clear that no 
materials should be com¬ 
bined with another cus¬ 
tomer’s mailing, and if this 
has happened we apologise." 

John Walker, assistant 
press officer for the British 
National Party said: “I think 
the police are showing their 
own political bias. 

“Would they have com¬ 
plained if it was a Labour 
leaflet? I have got no sym¬ 
pathy for the police in this 
matter. 

“I would say don’t blame 
the poor old postmen. I think 
the police are being a bit 
harsh on Royal Mail.”

Hunt ban *ls 
not priority’

THE master of a hunt in 
Northamptonshire has wel¬ 
comed new guidelines that 
mean police will no longer 
have to monitor meets, and 
said it could mean the end 
for the hunting ban. 

The Association of Chief Police 
Officers (Acpo) unanimously agreed 
that the ban, which came into force 
in 2004, was difficult to uphold and 
should no longer be a top priority 
for officers. 

Richard Brunstrom, Acpo 
spokesman on rural affairs, said 
breaching the Hunting Act was 
not a serious offence and needed 
“sophisticated” operations to 
enforce. 

Colin Richmond-Watson, joint 
master of the Grafton Hunt in 
Northamptonshire, agreed and 
said the hunting fraternity was 
moving towards its own code of 
conduct to replace the law 

He said: “I think the new guide¬ 
lines recognise reality and the fact 
that the police, like any organisa¬ 
tion, only have so many resources. 

“Northamptonshire Police have 
been very good and we have liaised 
constantly with them since the 
hunting ban. We have never had 
any problems. It has always been a 
bad law because it is virtually 
unenforceable. 

“As a hunting community, we 
are quite prepared to sign up to a 
voluntary code of conduct and to a 
proper structured self-policing 


authority to which people can sub¬ 
mit complaints so that we are not 
back to where we were.” 

The new guidelines would also 
mean hunts no longer needed to tell 
police forces the details of their 
routes or their meets, which most 
famously take place on Boxing Day 

Mr Richmond-Watson added: 
“We are a responsible community 
We accept that people have con¬ 
cerns about hunting and we don’t 
want anybody who is going to 
repeal the act to be open to accu¬ 
sations that they have been parti¬ 
san. 

“We’re going to make any code of 
conduct transparent because we’ve 


got nothing to hide.” 

The League Against Cruel Sports 
welcomed publication of Acpo’s 
new guidance on the Hunting Act. 

A spokesman said: “These guide¬ 
lines are very clear in stating that 
the duty of the police is to enforce 
the law of the land as enacted by 
Parliament. 

“Acpo have also stated that the 
police will work with organisa¬ 
tions such as the League Against 
Cruel Sports and will continue to 
rely on them to collect evidence 
and report incidents of illegal 
hunting much in the same way as 
neighbourhood watch acts as the 
eyes and ears for the police.” 


Call to close litter lay-by 


VILLAGERS on the edge of a main road have 
called for a lay-by to be closed after the remains 
of a quad bike and a piano were dumped there. 

Dog-walkers and strollers from Milton Mal- 
sor who pass the A43 said problems with fly- 
tipping and littering had spiralled out of control. 

Brenda Jenks, vice-chair of Milton Malsor 
parish council, said: “I couldn’t believe it when I 
saw the piano. It’s absolutely appalling. 

“We’ve got the double whammy of fly-tipping 
and littering because we get all the rubbish peo¬ 
ple are chucking in the bushes. There’s lots of plas¬ 


tic bottles full of fluid as well.” 

After raising the matter at a parish council meet¬ 
ing, Councillor Shaun Hope proposed asking the 
Highways Agency to close the lay-by. 

Steven Shuttleworth, director of service deliv¬ 
ery at South Northamptonshire Council, said: 
“It is against the law to dump rubbish on public 
land, and once an incident has been reported 
to us, we always try to get rid of dmnped rubbish 
within two working days.”

RAIL passengers in Northampton will 
have to travel by replacement bus ser¬ 
vices over the bank holiday weekend 
when yet more work is earned out on the 
West Coast Mainline. 

But potential disruption from strikes this week 
was called off, after conductors from the Rail, 
Maritime and Transport Workers Union (RMT) 
came to an agreement with London Midland 
over Sunday working. 

Network Rail said more than £90 million would 
be invested in the railways during the two bank 
holidays in May with 4,500 people working round 
the clock. 

Shaun Hope, of the Northampton Rail Users 
Group, said: “We thought at the end of last year 
that the work on the West Coast Mainline was 
done. We have had this every bank holiday period 
this year. We should have a clear idea from Net¬ 
work Rail of when this work is going to be fin¬ 
ished.”

A spokesman for Network Rail said the work - 
which includes signalling, track and power sup¬ 
ply work - was renewal work which would enhance 
the railway and was not part of the project on the 
West Coast Mainline which finished last year. 


Buses will replace trains between Milton 
Keynes Central and Birmingham International 
from Saturday until Monday. 

There will also be work constructing a third 
track between Kettering and Harrowden to remove 
a bottleneck on the Midland Mainline. 

Iain Coucher, Network Rail’s chief executive, 
said: “Fewer people travel at bank holidays, so this 
is the least disruptive time to undertake the 
work. To reduce the impact on passengers. Network 
Rail has been working with rail industry partners 
to keep the vast majority of services running 
over the bank holiday weekends. There will be 
more than 2,000 extra trains running over the 
two bank holiday weekends this May than in 
2008.” 

Passengers travelling on East Midlands Trains 
services from Kettering and Wellingborough for 
the past two Sundays have experienced delays 
because very few drivers have made themselves 
available to work in what the company said was 
probably related to a dispute over pay.

Former school 
is falling apart 

CONCERNS have been 
expressed about the dan¬ 
gerous state of a former 
Northampton school that 
has been left derelict for 
almost a year. 

The former Cherry Orchard 
Middle School is one of nine 
sites in the town that were 
classed as redundant following 
the reorganisation of 
Northampton’s schools in 2004. 

It was temporarily used as a 
satellite campus by Weston 
Favell School before closing 
last year. 

In November, the West 
Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC) 
granted outline planning per¬ 
mission for houses to be built 
on the school sites but the 
county council is stiO awaiting 
a developer to come forward. 

Residents who live near the 
school, in Birchfield Road 
East, have said the delay in 
development has led to a lack 
of maintenance and security 
of the site which now has 
trees and hedges growing over 
the fence over the pavements. 

Pam Martin, who has lived 
near the school for the past 
28 years, said: “It is a shame 
the school shut down as it

The state of the site makes it 
quite daunting for anyone 
wanting to take it over.” 

A spokesperson from 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “As a result of 
these concerns being raised we 
will be visiting the site to 
check the security measures 
are adequate.”

MP will 


repay 

claim 

of £289 


THE bill for a £289 tumble 
dryer, which was claimed 
on expenses as part of a 
Northampton MP's kitchen 
refurbishment, will be 
paid back. 

Northampton North’s Labour 
MP, Sally Keeble, has now pub¬ 
lished all the expenses claims 
she made between 2004 and 2008 
on her website. 

And after examining her 
receipts, the politician said she 
had decided to pay back the cost 
of the White Knight tumble 
dryer. 

She said: “I haven’t claimed 
for any furniture, as I said I 
never would do; the only thing 
I saw when I was looking 
through the receipts was a dryer, 
which I thought I didn’t need 
to claim for, so just for the avoid¬ 
ance of any doubt, I’ve paid 
back for that. 

“I’m not expecting people to 
pay for me to get a new tumble 
dryer.” 

The bill for the dryer was 


part of a March 2006 claim, 
which also included more than 
£2,000 of kitchen fittings, includ¬ 
ing two new larders, a new sink 
and new worktops. 

An earlier £5,000 claim for 
kitchen repairs in November 
2005 also included the cost of 
rebuilding a fireplace and plas¬ 
tering and plumbing work. 

Mrs Keeble said: “What hap¬ 
pened is, I had my kitchen and 
a little back room done and it 
came to quite a lot of money, 
but I only claimed for part of 
it. I would say I claimed for 
about half or 40 per cent of it. 
Some of the stuff never went 
near the fees office, I just paid 
for it.” 

In March 2005 - a few weeks 
before the General Election - 
the MP also claimed £3,454 for a 
new boiler at her home in South- 
fields, Northampton. 

But she defended the pur¬ 
chase, explaining her old boiler 
had been leaking carbon monox- 
ide and was condemned by 
British Gas.

■The BRDC says the Silverstone circuit is ready to stage the 2010 grand prix 


THE owners of Silverstone have 
said they have absolutely no plans 
to sell the Northamptonshire race¬ 
track to Formula 1 owner Bernie 
Ecclestone. 

Reports surfaced at the weekend spec¬ 
ulating the British Racing Drivers’ Club 
(BRDC), which owns Silverstone, could 
be planning to sell. 

The speculation led some people to con¬ 
sider that Bernie Ecclestone, a trenchant 
critic of Silverstone, could buy the track 
and maintain it as the home of the British 
Grand Prix. 

But the BRDC’s chairman, Robert 
Brooks, has told the Chron: “The fact of the 
matter is, for some time, we’ve been encour¬ 
aging the business of Silverstone to run as 
a business and the club to run as a club. But 
that doesn’t mean we’re flogging Silver¬ 
stone. 

“Obviously, the BRDC continues to own 
Silverstone, and I think if we were looking 
to sell it, we wouldn’t set about doing it by 
getting all the newspapers to write about 
it.” 

It is still not certain whether a British 
Grand Prix will be staged again after Sil¬ 
verstone hosts this year’s race next month. 

Donington has the contract to hold the 
race from 2010, but there is widespread 
belief the Leicestershire circuit will not be 
redeveloped in time. 

Mr Ecclestone has said that despite the 
doubts about Donington, the race will not 
return to Silverstone in 2010. 

But Mr Brooks said he firmly believed 


Silverstone was the best venue for the 
event and said it would be ready in 2010 if 
needed. 

He said: “We’re continuing to invest a lot 
of money in Silverstone. We’re putting 
in several million over the next 10 to 12 
months, making changes to the circuit 
for the Moto GP and continuing to improve 
our pit and paddock facilities, so Silverstone 
is moving forward. 


“We’re ready for the 2009 grand prix 
and we’re ready for 2010 if necessary 
“We have to keep investing to keep the 
circuit up with the best of the best and I 
think we’re going to have a cracking grand 
prix. I think everyone will agree when 
they get to Silverstone this year, it’s in 
the best shape it’s ever been.” 

The British Grand Prix will be held at 
Silverstone on June 21.

MR Wright (Viewpoint, May) 
again misrepresents the policy 
of the Government towards the 
Gurkhas. 

In my previous letter I said this 
Government was the first to 
grant the right to Gurkhas for 
permanent settlement in our 
country and 6,000 Gurkhas and 
their families have been given 
that right since 2004.

If a Gurkha meets one, and only 
one, of the following five criteria, 
then they get permanent settle¬ 
ment rights in the UK: 

■ Three years continuous resi¬ 
dence in the UK before or after 
retirement 

■ Close family living in the UK 

■ A level one to three award for

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Open-air play is 
‘not appropriate’ 


A PLAY by drama stu¬ 
dents exploring drugs, 
prostitution and mur¬ 
der was cancelled after 
university authorities 
became aware the work 
would be performed on 
the streets of Northamp¬ 
ton, in front of unsus¬ 
pecting members of the 
public whose reactions 
would be filmed. 

The students had planned 
an open air performance in 
Semilong, Northampton, as 
part of the final year of their 
degree course. 


Their intention was to film 
the reactions of audience 
members during the perfor¬ 
mance, which had been pen¬ 
cilled in to take place last 
week. 

To add to the piece’s real¬ 
ism, the students had planned 
to put fake calling cards for 
prostitutes around the area. 

But the work was cancelled 
when university chiefs found 
out what the students were 
planning, which they felt was 
“not appropriate” for a public 
place. 

Mark Ferguson, communi¬ 
cations manager at the Uni¬ 
versity of Northampton, said: 


“A performance was proposed 
by third year drama students 
from the University of 
Northampton and we under¬ 
stand that flyers were posted 
out to a number of local res¬ 
idents to make them aware 
of this. 

“However, once the con¬ 
tents of the performance 
became apparent to univer¬ 
sity authorities, a decision 
was quickly taken that it 
would not be appropriate in a 
public space and it was sub¬ 
sequently cancelled.” 

One local resident, who had 
received a flyer prior to the 
performance, described the 


students’ actions as “naive”. 

He said: “It's unfortunate 
that the students did not 
engage with the community 
in some dialogue about what 
they were planning to do, but 
there was little notice of what 
was planned and no way to 
ask questions. 

“I don’t think the police 
would have been happy if 
they had numerous 999 calls 
about someone being physi¬ 
cally assaulted in the street, 
only to find out it was some 
performance art. I think it 
was naive of the students to 
think this would be accept¬ 
able.” 


University honour for inventor 


INVENTOR Trevor Baylis OBE is one 
of four high profile people to receive 
an honorary doctorate from The Uni¬ 
versity of Northampton this sum¬ 
mer. 

The other three honorands are 
Lady Julia Cumherlege, a member

He now runs Trevor Baylis Brands 
pic, a company dedicated to helping 
inventors to develop and protect their 
ideas and to find a route to market. 

Sir Igor Judge was elevated to the 


peerage as a life peer in September 
2008 and is eligible to sit as a member 
of the judicial committee of the 
House of Lords. 

John Castle, former chairman of 
the governing council at the univer¬ 
sity, will also receive an honorary 
fellowship during the presentation 
period, which runs from Tuesday, 
July 14, until Friday, July 17, when 
more than 2,300 students will grad¬ 
uate.

Case against 
head dropped 


THE former headteacher at the centre of a 
police investigation and an inquiry by the 
Charity Commission said he "suffered like hell" 
over allegations made against him. 

The case against Gerald Smith, which related to 
child protection and safeguarding practices at St 
Peter’s Independent School in Blackthorn, has now been 
dropped after it was launched last year. 

Mr Smith, who has since retired from the school, said 
he had been a victim of a failed plot. 

He said: “I’m a perfectly innocent person and I have 
suffered for months. I’ve given 30 years of devotion to 
building up an excellent school. I built that school 
up from a hut. 

“I’ve never had an entrance exam, we’ve helped 
special needs pupils and we have helped refugees. 
We’ve done everything that the Government said it 
wanted done. 

“I have been an old-fashioned, straight-forward 
headmaster who has always defended people against 
bullying. AUI can say is that some people ought to have 
a conscience. I’ve suffered like hell.” 

An Ofsted inspection last September made 30 rec¬ 
ommendations to the way the school was run but 
found children were generally happy, well-behaved 
and enjoyed coming to school. 

St Peter’s has since been inspected again by Ofsted 
to monitor its progress for the Department for Schools, 
Children and Families (DCSF), which registers inde¬ 
pendent schools. 

This week, parents received a letter from the gov¬ 
ernors of the school informing them about the case 
being dropped. 

A father, whose son attends St Peter’s, defended Mr 
Smith and said: “Somebody who was an excellent 
headmaster has been lost and there is no way back for 
him. It does rankle.

“Everything has been in limbo, waiting for a court 
case because of the supposed charges. It’s been a 
witch-hunt for nothing.” 

A joint statement from Northamptonshire Police and 
Northamptonshire County Council said: “A full and 
extensive investigation was carried out and a file sub¬ 
mitted to the Crown Prosecution Service, who took a 
decision not to proceed because there was no realistic 
prospect of conviction.”

"The insurers saw sense and made an 
early admission of liability My client had a 
few weeks off work and effectively was not 
paid while absent. She had had some 
problems prior to the accident with her 
neck and back but these had been minor 
and had not caused her to have any time 
off work or create any difficulty in her 
general life. 

"As a result of the accident she went to 
hospital and to her GP on a few occasions 
and she also had some private treatment. 
When she returned to work she struggled 
with certain tasks which included moving 
tables and carrying chairs. Effectively she 
can no longer lift anything which is 
weighty. 

"Thankfully her colleagues were very 
supportive and kind and they ensured her 
they would do the heavier work. But 
because of her injuries, she also suffered 
with heavier household chores, for 
example turning mattresses, taking the 
washing out and hanging it on the line and 
retrieving it when it was dry, doing the 
vacuum cleaning. Ironing also troubled her, 
as did gardening and DIY. Her husband 
and grown-up son had to help with these. 
"The consultant orthopaedic surgeon 
accepted she did need help and 
assistance, although this would scale 
down over a period of time to the point 
where it was only the very heaviest 
household chores that would cause her 
problems. He felt that in the initial stages 
she would reasonably need a lot more help 
and assistance. Furthermore he felt she 
would be at a disadvantage if she lost her

WORDS were incredibly 
important to the Bishop 
of Peterborough, the Rt 
Revd Ian Cundy, and it 
was a self-penned ser¬ 
vice that framed his final 
message at Peterborough 
Cathedral on Tuesday. 

The Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury Dr Rowan Williams and 
the Dean of Peterborough, the 
Very Rev Charles Taylor, led 
the service for Bishop Ian, who 
died aged 64 after a battle 
against mesothelioma, a cancer 
of the lung. 

More than 1,300 people, 
including family, close friends 
and members of the public, 
had gathered to mourn his 
passing in a two-hour service, 
the first of its kind in the Peter¬ 
borough Diocese - which cov¬ 
ers Northampton - for more 
than 50 years. 

The Archbishop of York, Dr 
John Sentamu, and 27 other 
bishops also attended. 

Bishop Ian was diagnosed 
with mesothelioma in Octo¬ 
ber 2007 and died suddenly on 
May 7 while travelling from 
Cambridgeshire to a family 
gathering in the West Coun¬ 
try He had been due to retire at 
the end of July and is believed 
to have been the first serving 
Church of England bishop for 
the past 25 years to have died in 
office. 

The bishop, who had a seat 
in the House of Lords, wrote 
his own funeral service before 
the final stage of his illness, 
including an invitation to 
mourners to contemplate the 
“mystery” of God. 

Civic dignitaries included 
the Lord Lieutenant of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Hugh Duberly 
Lord Lieutenant of Northamp¬ 
tonshire, Juliet Townsend, and 
Lord Lieutenant of Rutland, 
Laurence Howard, along with 
Lord Brian Mawhinney. 

The Mayor of Peterborough, 
councillor Irene Walsh, the

leader of Peterborough City 
Council, Marco Cereste, and 
MP for North West Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Shailesh Vara, 
were also there. 

Representatives from Chris¬ 
tian denominations and other 
faiths, including the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of East Anglia, 
the Rt Rev Michael Evans, 
joined the service - a move 
that Bishop Ian would have 
welcomed as he was key fig¬ 
ure in bringing together the 
city’s diverse religions. 

In a sermon that provided 
a mixture of laughter along 
with tears. Suffragan Bishop of 
Brixworth, the Rt Revd Frank 
White, described a retirement 
that was not to be, as illness 
cruelly robbed Bishop Ian of 
more time with his family and 
hobbies left unfinished includ¬ 
ing “self-inflicted do-it-your¬ 
self projects”. 

The bishop leaves a widow, 
Jo, and three adult children, 
Robert, Paul and Elizabeth, 
and a new grandson. 

There was a private family 
burial ceremony, held in the 
cathedral grounds.

Little faith in 
driving skills 

AS many as 50 per cent of 
motorists reckon they would 
struggle to pass their driving 
test if they had to take it again 
now, a survey has revealed. 

Drivers take just a year to 
forget the key points from the 
practical and theory parts of 
the test, the poll from the AA 
Driving School found. Manoeu- 
vering is the first skill to go 
while 17 per cent forget parts 
of the Highway Code. 

Those who passed the test 
between 16 and 25 years ago 
were most pessimistic about 
their their chances of passing 
now, with even more (56 per 
cent) reckoning they would fail 
than those who passed 26-50 
years ago (55 per cent). 

The poll of 2,000 people 
also showed that nearly one in 
six motorists has taken a 
break from driving for more 
than three years. Moving to an 
area with good public trans¬ 
port was the main reason, 
followed by a lack of enjoy¬ 
ment of driving and letting a 
partner take the wheel. 

AA president Edmund King 
said: "Having passed your 
driving test, it is easy to forget 
the key skills that qualify you 
to be on the road in the first 
place. Drivers, young or old, 
often lose confidence if they 
don't drive frequently. 

"Whether you're a univer¬ 
sity graduate who hasn't 
driven since passing the test 
at 17, or a widow whose part¬ 
ner did all the driving, a 
refresher course can reinforce 
essential skills and safety." 


Mercedes-Benz reveals 
its cutting edge ideas 


EVERY few years, Mercedes-Benz 
shows off its best stuff, an approxi¬ 
mation of what the company under¬ 
stands to be the current state of the 
car maker’s art. 

It’s called the S-Class. The brand’s 
luxury saloon flagship comes from a 
lineage that can be tracked back to 
the 1951 model 220. In every version 
since then, its aim has been to raise 
the bar in terms of engineering, 
design and technology, not for Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz, not for the luxury saloon 
segment but for the car industry as a 
whole. More often than not, the S- 
Class has hit its target. 

The latest S-Class is a progression 
of the W 221 series model which 
debuted in 2005. Since that car was 
signed off, the Stuttgart firm’s 
Research and Development opera¬ 
tives has been beavering away in lab¬ 
oratories, on test tracks and out there 
in some of the world’s most demand¬ 
ing natural environments trying to 
make this version the best it can be. 

The S-Class engine range is 
weighted in favour of petrol with five 
of the six available units supping 
unleaded. The solitary diesel 
model is nevertheless likely to be 
an important car in the UK and 
wider European markets. It’s 
called the S 350 GDI and it 
develops 235bhp using its six- 
cylinders and advanced com¬ 
mon-rail diesel injection sys¬ 
tem. The petrol line-up kicks 
off with the S 350’s 272bhp 
six-cylinder engine and from 
there it’s the 388bhp V8 power ’ 
of the 5.5-litre S 500. The flag¬ 
ship S-class is the S 600 with its 


517bhp biturbo V12 giving the poten¬ 
tial for a 4.6s 0-60mph sprint. That 
only leaves the AMG models with 
their more sporting focus. The lesser 
derivative, the S 63 AMG, can hardly 
be described as such with 525bhp 
pumping from its 6.2-litre V8 but 
alongside the otherworldly shove of 
the S 65 AMG, it is overshadowed. 
Buyers who simply must have the 
most capable S-Class can shell out for 
this 612bhp V12 model. 

The look of the S-Class has evolved 
down the years but slowly, in the 
style of all the best evolutionary 
processes. Sure enough, the latest car 
displays only a few minor nips and 
tucks to separate it from the previ-_^-: 
ous version. 

It’s the technology that 
usually provides the big 
story with the S-Class. 

Drivers will 
still need ^ 
to resist “ 
the 


urge to clamber into the back seat for 
a snooze on their way home but if the 
S Class is any indication, the day 
when the car can tackle the commute 
without our input draws nearer. An 
array of cameras and sensors feed 
information about the car’s sur¬ 
roundings and the forces acting upon 
it into a computer and form the basis 
of the hi-tech systems on the S Class. 
The car can detect pedestrians in the 
dark and highlight them on a screen 
to warn its driver. It can see 
approaching vehicles at night and dip 
its headlights to avoid dazzling other 
drivers. It knows when you’re getting 


drowsy and can take measures to 
wake you up. It can vary its speed to 
maintain the gap to the car in front 
and it will warn you if you uninten¬ 
tionally drift out of your lane. The 
ESP stability control system is also 
taken to the next level with a cross- 
wind stabilisation function that com¬ 
pensates for gusts of wind and 
Torque Vectoring Brake that applies 
braking to the inner rear wheel to 
give more precision when cornering. 

The Mercedes S-Class has always 
been a formidable rival for the rest of 
the luxury car sector to get to grips 
with. In its latest form, it’s cleverer 
than ever and comes as 
close to the cutting 
edge as any car 
sale.
